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with an army confifting of between 4000' and 5000^ 
men ; his taking Carlifle; his march to Derby and 
flopping there : His retreat from Derby to Car-" 
lifle, and in that retreat gi^in^ a repulfe to a de- 
tachment of the Duke*s forces at Clifton ; his 
crofling the Efl^ and return to Scotland : The re- 
inforcement he then received from the north, and 
the intire defeat of General Hawley at Falkiik : 
His farther retreat again from Sterling and the ope- 
rations in the north till the battle of CuUoden inclu- 
five : Whoever, Ifay, is'defirpus of being acquaint- 
ed with the particulars of thefe important events, 
need only have recourfe to the Scots Magazine, 
where he will find them fully and diftinftly related : 
So that what the publick feems now greatly to want,, 
for completing the fubjed:, is a genuine account 
of the P 's efcape in, and out of Scotland, 
after the memorable battle of CuUoden. To fupply , 
this want, is the defign. of the following narra* 
ti vc ; and in order to render it as concife, and con- • 
netted as poflible, fome of the incidental particu- 
lars are thrown into the form of notes. 

Various caufes having paved the way for the 
rout of the highlanders at CuUoden, on the 1 6th 
of AprU 1 746, their leader was forced off the field 
by fome Aid-de-camps, particularly Mr Alexan- 
der Macleod, by whom he was affured, that nothing 
now remained for him but to confult his fafety. 

The P 's followers were then obliged to bid 

adieu totheir matter ; who, exchanging his horfe, 
which had been fhot through the neck by a mufket- 
ball, retreated with a few chofen friends \ by Tor-

darroch. 
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darroch % Aberardar \ and Faroline S to Gortu* 
laig ^. Here he found Lord Lovat ; who exhorted 
him moft pathetically to keep up his courage, and 
remember his anceftor Robert the Bruce, who 
after eleven battles loft, (ht faid) by winning 
the twelfth recovered the kingdom. On the othei: 
hand, O Sullivan and O Neille, taking their mafter 
afide^ begged him to confider the imminent dan- 
ger, and to liften to no infinuations of ^ndther 
riling. 

The P- fet forward about ten at night, and 

reached Invergary about four or five next morning, 
the 17th. Tho* this caftle was not yet burnt, 
nor its owner * made prifoner ; yet the family be- 
ing abfent, it could afford no entertainment. Ed- 
ward Burk, however, by break of day catched 
two falmons, which furnifhed an ample repaft. 

A little wine had been provided for the P *s 

life ; but this, nor any other good would he ever 
{hare in preference to the iharers of his fortune. And 
now his few attendants are judged too many. He 
is obliged to part with his dear friends, who retire 
to Arnaby, retaining only O Sullivan, Allan Mac- 
Donald, and Edward Burk for a guide. Setting 
out about two o'clock, having firft exchanged 
cloaths with his guide, the P reaches Donald 
Cameron's at Glehpean about nine at night. Here 
having thrown himfelf upon a bed in his cloarhs, 
('a cuftom he ever after continued while, in Scot-

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land) he mtt with refrefhing fleep, which had 
long been a;fkranger to bis eyes. Thus recruited, 
he purfued next day his progrefs on foot through 
moft rugged and pathlefs ways, and over almofk in- 
acceflible mountains* to the Glen of Morar, of 
Kinloch-Morar ; thqnce to Glen-Biafdale, or Bora- 
dale, in Arifaig, a country of Clanranald'?. Here 
he refted feveral days, giving and getting intelli- 
gence. Mean time he is rejoined by Capt. O 

^ Neille, who acquaints him from Sir Tnomas She- 
ridan, that all hopes are loft of reaflembling his 
men, and that he has now nothing left but to get 
out of the country. To effeft this, the highlandcrs 

. advifed his. ftay on the continent; but O Sullivan 
and others more effedtually urged his moving to 
the weftem ifles4 where he might find more eaiily 
a.fhip to carry him abroad. 

Three feveral meflengers reach Donald M^cleod 
in one day, with a fummons to attend the P— — 
at Boradale. Donald needed not a fecond com- 
mand. As he haftcd through a wood, April 20. 
or 21. he met the P — — alone; who boldly ac- 
cofted him in thcfe ternis. •* Are you Donald 
Macleod of Gualtergil^?'* — " Yes, ** anfwered 
Donald. — — " I -am your Prince (refqmed, the 

P ). You fee my diftrefs : I therefore throw 

myfelf into your bofom ; do with we what you 
like." Donald faid he was old, and feared he 
could be of little fcrvice ; but that he was willing 
to do what he could. ** As you are a good pilot, 

(faid. the P ) I defire you maycondudt me 

through the iflands to fomc fafer place than this/* 
Donald readily undertook the hazardous tafk, 
and quickly procured an eight-oared boat ; whcre-

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in they imbarked about twilight in the evening 
of the 26th, at Lochnannuagh in Boradale, being 
the place where the P— r — firft landed on the con- 
tinent of Scotland* The boat contained, befides 

the P , O Neille, O Sullivan, Allan Mac- 

donald, Donald Macleod the pilot, between whole 

knees the P took his place, and Edward 

Burk, which laft officiated as one of the boatmei). 
They rowed not far, till overtaken by a violent 
ftorm of wind and rain, not unforefeen by the 
iagacious Donald. When deftitute of pump, of 
compafs, and of light, they reeled at their wits 
end, the author of the perilous voyage would 
fometimes exprefs his reliance ah providence, and 
at other times would chear their finking fpirits 
with a highland fong. The returning light dif- 
pelled their fears with the tempell, and dikovered 
to them Roffinifh*, where they landed fafely. 
Here alfo the P— — was the firft to bear a hand 
at mjaking a fire, and did every thing poflible to 
revive his half-perilhed crew. The feeming dan- 
ger had been their fafety, and prevented the 
enemy's purfuit ; which was turned on the cqn- 
trary. towards St Kilda ", the rcmoteft of the 
weftern ifiahds of Scotland.

B 3 After 
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After being weather-bound in Benbecula two 

days and two nights, the P * fets fail on the 

29th, with his attendants, for Stornway, the chief 
, port of the Lewis **. But, overtaken by another 
ftorm, they are fain to put into Scalpay, or Glafs, 
where they land next morning before day ; and 
pafling for fliip- wrecked merchants, are hofpitably 
entertained by Donald Campbell ^ On the ift of 
May, Donald Macleod procuring a boat of his 
' friend Campbell, was difpatched to Stofnway to 
freight a veffel for the Orkneys. In two days he fent 
notice that a Ihip was ready. The P imme- 
diately put to fea, and landed on the 4th at Loch- 
ShefFort p ; fronf whence, with O Sullivan, O 
Neille, and his guide, he let out * on foot for 
Stornway. They travelled, or rather wandered, 
through the hills all night, and on the 5th at noon 
arrived wet and weary at the point of Aryhifh, 
only fixteen miles from where they landed, and 
about half a mile S. E. of Stornway. From hence 

the P fent for Donald 5 who brought them 

immediate refrelhments, and condufted them to 
Lady Kildun's (a Mackenzie) at Arynifti, there to 
wait till every thing fhould be ready for an im- 
barkation. 

^ Donald returning to Stornway, was not a little 
furprifed to find the men up in arms, and an im- 
bargo laid pn all the ihipping. His fervant had 
got drunk, and blabbed for whom the ihip was 
hired j but had ipfinuated withal, that the P

was 
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^was in a condition to make, the (hip good by foul 
means, if he could not by fair. This intimation 
•was confirmed by a chain of alai'ms communicated 
L from a Minifter in S. Uift, to his father in the 
I Harris, and thence to another Minifter in the 
I JLewis. Donald affured the people they had no- 
thing to fear from the P— ^ — 's numbers, any 

more than the P • from theirs. Finding it 

impoflible to get the promifed (hip, he ufed every 
endeavour of love and of money to procure a 
pilot: but in vain. The people of Stornway 
would rifk nothing for the P -*s fafety ; but beg- 
ged he would depart for theirs. The P— therefore, 
on the 6th, bid adieu to the hofpitlable Lady Kil- 
dun ; who furnifhed him with every refrefhment 
flie could. It was firft propofed to fail for the 
Orkneys in the boat they had -, but this the crew, 
now but two in number, not daring to attempt, 
' a refolution was taken to fteer fouthward along 
the coaft in hopes of better fuccefs elfewhere. 
But they were foon driven upon a defert iflandi 
. called Euirn, or Iffurt^-, where however they 

j Ipied fome fiflicrmen. Thefe taking the P ^'s 

; . company for a prefs-gang, fled away as fall as 

' poffible, Ipaving fifti and all behind them. The 

! p» — —finding a good dinner where he had little 

i cxpefted it, was going to leave money in its place, 

' till he better confidered that this juftice might 

faifea dangerous curiofity. In this ifland theyj 

fubfifted forfie days upon the fifh they found curing, 

or the ihell-fifh that prefented themfelves at low 

water, joined to fome neceflaries the Lady Kildun 

had afforded them. Thus their entertainment

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was better than their accommodation. Tbfsf 

lodged indeed within the walls of a ruinous hut i 

but lay upon the bed of nature, under the extend*^ 

cd canopy of a fail. The weather growing moi^ 

favourable in the morning of the loth, they im*- 

barked for the Harris, and touched at the hoi^ 

pitable farmer's in Scalpay *, where they 6Sere^ 

money in vain to fome men for a better boat* 

*rhey proceeded therefore in their own, till chafed 

\>y an Englilh man of war. The P— — * feeing the 

^nemy within. two mufket-(hot, orders his men to 

pull away. " If we efcape this danger, (fays he) 

my lads, you ihall have a handfome reward ; if 

not, rU be funk rather than taken." The large 

Jhip^ after a vain purfuit of three leagues, found 

itfelf becalmed : while the light little fkiff foon 

fldmmed out of fight, and got in among the rocks 

at the point of Roudil in the Harris \ Then, 

keeping clofe to ihore, it failed to Lochmaddy, 

and thence to Lpckniikiway in Benbecula. In thia 

ioch they landed upon the ifle of Loch-Sdbert, 

about four after noon of the 1 1 th. Here, it bcf 

ing low water, the ' P— — affifted a boatman to 

|ill a cog with partans \ and, notwithftanding the 

r^monftrances of Donald Madeod, would carry \V^ 

a^ his ih^re of the baggage. They trudged on for 

two mii^s, without feeing the leaft appearance of 

a houfe. At length, however, they lighted on a 

hut \ into which ?he P-- — was fain to creep on 

all fours. Edward Burk was therefore employed 

to heighten the door, by finking the threfhold. 

in this humble habitation the P*-- — was waited on 

by Clanranald and his Lady \ vrho promifed him - 

all the fervice in their power, and made their pro* 

l Aa iiiaad belonging, to Madeod* 

mifcs 
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mifes good. After Tome days ftay here, it wai 
judged expedient for the P — to retire fixteen miles 
further into the country, as far as the mauntain of 
Currad^Cf or Coradale, in S. Uift; whither hft 
was conduced bv Ranald Macdonald, on the liSth* 
Donald Macleoa bad been £bnt off to the contiaemi 
with letters to Ix)chiel and to Murray^ to get ^ the 
bell intelligence he could about all friends, and to 
bring backnfU)ney and brandy. 

Donald met with Lochiel and Murray at the 
head of Ijoch-Arkaig; but got no money from 
Murray, who iaid he had none to fpare, hsmnsL 
only fucty louis-d'ors for himfelf. Having how- 
ever received the returns of his difpatches, and pur- 
. chafed with difficulty two ankers of brandy, at a 
guinea each, Donald returned to the P— — at 
Coradale, after the abfence of eighteen days ; and 
rdoiced to find his mafter in a better pavilion than 
tluit he had left him in, tho' perhaps its fuperior 
^ excellence confifted greatly in its portable plat- 
form of two cows hides, fupported by four move- 
able pillars of wood. The ^— — , after a ftay of 
near a month in this retreat, during which time he 
had diverted his anxieties and fubfifted his com* 
. pany by the fucceffive^ exercifes of hunting, fow- 
ling and fifliing, began to think of fhifting the 
fcene of his wanderings, upon receiving intelli- 
gence that fome militia were landed on Erifka ^ in 
queft of him. On the . 1 4th of June, therefore, 

the P , O Neille, O Sullivan, Edward Burk, 

and Donald the pilot, failed from Glen-Coradale» 
and landed at Ouia or Fovaya *5 where they lay

four 
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four nights, entert^ned as well as the ifland could 
afford, by Ranald Macdonald, who happened to 
be there grafing his cattle. From hence the P— 
fet out on the i8th for Roffinilh v where the mi- 
litia-boats cruifing around, made him fain to fteer 
his courfe back to Glen-Cora4ale. But forced by 
a ftorm into Uifhnefs point, (about two miles 
and a half farther north) in the cleft of a rock 
called Acbkirfide allich^ he was glad to take fhelter 
from the winds and the waves. Committing him- 
felf however again to their mercy, he faf ely arrived 
at Celieftiella, in S. Uift ; from whence to Loch- 
Boifdale he moved backwards and forwards fome 
days, according to the appearance and motions of 
bis various enemies. 

And now the P— , receiving intelligence, 
thatCapt. Caroline Scot was landed at Kilbride, 
within lefs than two miles of him, was reduced to 
the hard ncceffity of parting from all the reft of his 
few attendants, except O Neille ; with which vi- 
,gorous, as well as faithful companion, he betakes 
himfelf now, like a roe, to the mountains ^ 

The 

▼ The P ■' difmiiled not his Drlends without hopes of 

another meeting ; which however poor Donald could never 
enjoy. Immediately abandoned by all the boatmen but one* 
he was fain to fink the boat, and to (hift as he could for him- 
fdf. This he did till the 5th of July, that he was taken by 
fiJixa Matkdonald of Knock in Sky, a Lieutenant* who made 
two others alfb prifoners along with him. Thefe three* after 
being carried fome time from place to place* and at laft to Ap- 
plecrofs bay oppofite to the ifle of Sky» were there put on board 
the Fomace, Capt. Fergdbn. Donald Madeod was immei* 
diately called into the cabin to Gen. Campbell* who examined 

bim very circumftantially. The General aiked him* *' If 

be had been along with the young pretender ?"^ ** Yes, 

(anfwered Donald) I winna deny it." ** Do you know 

((aid the General] what money was upon that Gentleman^s head }

The P having lain all night on the top of 

a mountain) gets notice next day, the i8th, that 
Gen. Campbell is at Bernera "^ ; and fo finds hiip- 
lelf fbrrounded with forces on both the land-fides 
of him, without any fort of vefTcl wherein to put 
to fca. In this perplexity, Capt. O Neillc thought 
of applying to Mifs Flora Macdonald \ who he 

knew 



No lefs than 30,000 1. Sterling ; which would have made 70a 

and your family happy for ever.'' " What then ? (replied 

Donald) what tho' I had gotten it ? I could not have en- 
joyed it two days ; confcience would have gotten the better 
of me : and altho' I could have had all England and Scotland 
for my pains, I would not have allowed a hair of his head to 
be touched, if I could have hindered it ; fince he threw him- 
fcif under my care."— The General faidj^t he could not 

blame him ; and allowed him to withdraw. Donald was 

conveyed on (hip-board to Tilbury fort, and thence to Lon^ 
don ; where he was at length difcharged out of a meflenger'a 
(in whofe hands he had been a little time) on the loUi of 
June ] 747 ; which he declared he would ever after celebrate 
as the happy day of his deliverance. 

As for Edward Burk, after parting from the P-— .— , he went 
over North-(h-and to North-Uift> his native country ; where 
he fcttlked in a hill called Evai, near feven weeks ; twenty 
days of which he had no other food than dilfe, and lampocks, a 
ibell-fifh. For about this time a paper had been read in the 
kirks, ftridly forbidding all perfons to give che leaft fuftenance 
to any rebel, upon pain of being deprived of it themfelves. 
After various diftreiTes, occafioned chiefly by this order, he at 
laft was obliged to hide himfelf in a cave of North-Uifi; 
where he was fed by a fhoemaker's wife, in the night. Ac 
laft, having the good fortune not to be excepted in the ge- 
neral a£^ of grace publifbed in June 1747, he was enabled to 
purchafe a chair, which he has ever fince carried in Edin- 
burgh.

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knew was then at Miltoh, her brother's hotif^ in 
S. Uift, whither Ihc had lately come from the Mte 
of Sky for a vifit. Though Mifs Macdonald is 
very juftly defcribed by an author, who from her 
own mourfi relates her ftory, yet* as w« can boaft 
the fame advantage, for that very reafon we dzart 
not ufe the fame freedom with a young Lady^ 
whofe modefty is equal to her merit, and confe- 
quently to her fame. Befides, it is not our defign 
here to paint chara&ers in a pompous fhew o£ 
words, which are as juftly as generally believed to 
have no meaning, or one that IhoUld offend thofe 
they are meant to pleafe. Our fole object is ge- 
nuine narration, and adions will always fpeak 
better than words. This young Lady he intreated 
to come to his mafter's aid. She objefted at firft 
to the Captain's propofal; but upon his demoh- 
ftrating the neceflity of her immediate going to 
the P-*— -, who could not come to her, flie was 
prevailed with to fet out, taking Neil Macechan ^ 
with her as a fervant. Being condufted by th6 

Captain to the P ^ (he concerted what was 

to be done, and prefently planned two fchemcs ; 
that one failing, (as it did) another might be furt 
of fuccefs. 

Purfuant therefore to the latter plan, Mifs Flora 
fet out for Clanranald's, June 2 1 . in order to get 
the things neceffary for difguifing the P— . Iii 
jgoing to crofs one of the lords, ihe and .her fer^ 

father died when Ae was but one year old, leaving her an 
only brother. Her mother afcerwards married Htigh Mac- 
dotiald of Armadale in the ifle of Sky; and hai by him two 
fons and two daughters. This Qentleman.is efieemed one of 
the ftrongeft men of the name of Macdonald.

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vant, having no p^porcs, are made prlfoners by 
a party of militia. The Lady defiring to fee their 
officer, was told he would not be there till next 
mocning. She then aflced his name ; and upoa 
their anfweripg, ** Mr Macdonald of Armadale,** 
(her ftepfather), (he chofe rather to ftay all night 
than to anfwer any of their qineftions. She. wa$ de- 
tained therefore in the guard-room till Sunday the- 
22.d, that Mr Macdonald arrived. Mifs foon re- 
moving her ftep-father's furprifc, dcfired a paffr 
port for herfelf, her man Maccchan, and one Betty 

Burk, (the charafter the P was to aflume). 

wiiom (he begged he would recommend as an. 
excellent fpinncr, by a letter, to her mother,, 
knowing her great want of fuch a pcrfon. 

Having obtained all fhe cjefired, Mifs proceeded 
to Clanranald'si where ihe. communicated the de- 
fign to the Lady *, whom fhe found' ready to do 
all in her power to promote it. Here (he. fpent 
fcveral days in preparing things, in receiving and 
returning meffages by the trufty O Neille. 

The day appointed being come, June 27. Lady 
Clanranald, Mifs Flora, and her man Macechan, 

were conducted by O Neille to the P ; who, 

at eight miles diftance, waited them with fome 
impatience, and received them with no lefs cour- 
tefy. While fupper was^ preparing, a fcrvant ar- 
rived out of breath,, with intelligence that Capt. 
Fergufon, with an. advanced party of the Camp- 
bells, was within two miles of them. Upon which 
they all hurried into the boat to a farther point ; 
where they pafltd the night undifturbcd. Next 
morning, the 28th, another fervant came in all 
hafte for the Lady Claoranaid, whom he informed, 
that Capt. Fergufon had 'tain all night in her bed. 
This new» required that Lady's immediate taking 

leave. 
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leave, and return home : where (he was fcarce ar- 
rived, when Capt. Fergufon began to examine 
her very ftriftly. ** Where have you been ?" — 
'•^ To fee a diftrefled child."—" Where lives the 
child ? How far,*' (^c. — ^To all which fhe anfwercd 
as (he thought fit ^. 

Lady Clanranald being gone, Mifs Flora told 
the P it was time to be moving. The faith- 
ful O Neille begged hard to go with them. But 
to this the young Lady would by no means con- 
fent; well judging that this fingle addition to her 
charge would endanger them all. Prudence there- 
fore getting the better of affedtion, the Captain 
was forced to take leave *. 

The P now putting on his female attire, 

they moved towards the water-fide; where a 
boat lay ready. Here they refolved to wait till

fhould leave the ifland. But hearing that the P — p— had 
failed two days before, he returned, three hours too late; 
the cutter having taking the benefit of a fair wind to efcape the 
purfuit of two armed wherries that had been difpatched after 
it. — Mr O Ncille was foon after taken, and put on board 
of a man of war ; whence he was • conveyed to Edinburgh 
cafUe i and having there been confined fome time, he was at 
length fent abroad according to the cartel, as being a French 
officer,

night, fliould favour their imbarkation. They had 
therefore but ]ull made themfelves a fire upon a 
piece of a rock, as well to dry as to warm them- 
felves, when the approach of four wherries full of 
armed men obliged them to extinguifh it in all 
hafte, and to fquat themfelves down in the heather 
or heath j where they lay till the enemy palTed. 

About eight in the evening, June 28. they 
imbarked, under aferene iky ; but had not failed, 
a league, when the fickle element became tern* 

pefti30us. The P , feeing not only his fair 

guardian apprchenfive, but the hardy boatmen 
themfelves exprefs fome concern, cheared up their 
hearts as well as he could, and fung them the Rejio- 
ration. At length Mifs Macdonald's fatigue got the 
better of her fear, and Ihe fell fad afleep in the 

bottom of the boat. The P became now 

guardian in his turn, and aflTiduoufly watched over 
his fleeping conduftrefs, Tho* a calm returned 
with the morning, the boatmen « having no com- 
pafs, were at a lofs how to fleer ; when at laft they 
difcovered the point of Waternilh, in the weft cor- 
ner of Sky- Here they attempted to land ; but 
found the place poflefTed by a body of forces,* who 
had alfo three boats or yawls near the fliore. From 

one of thcfe a man fired at the P 's, to inake 

it bring to : but this foon pulled away out of 
reach ; the fhips of war that were in fight, want- 
ing wind to purfue, and the boats wanting oars 
to improve the calm. The P— — foon after (being 
the morning of the 29th) put into a creek, or 
clift, to reft and refrefh the fatigued rowers. But 
he was quickly obliged to put off again, for fear 
of a furprife from the alarmed village. 

At length the P landed fafe at Kilbride in 

Trottcmifh, about twelve miles N. from the 

\ above 
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ihovt mentioned point, and juft a€ the foot of 
A^ garden of Mouggeftot Mifi Flora^ leaving 

the P at the boat, fet out knmedkself with 

her fcrvant for Mouggeftot, the feat of Sir Alex- 
ander Miacdonald, who was then elfewbere. Bkit 
here too ihe found an officer of militia^ in queft 
of her charge ; and' had mamy^ interrogatories to 
anfwer ; which, the fair travellfer did in a manner 
that gave as little flifpicion as' fatisftiftion. But, 
feizing an opportunity, Ihe acquainted Lady Mar- 
garet Macdomald, Sir Alexander'^ Lady^ with 

theP^^ *kfituation, for which flic had prepaid 

her by a preceding meiTagei Her Ladyihip^ at 
a Ibis how to a& in fo critical^ a conjun^hire, (ent 
off dire&ly an exprcfe to Donald Roy Macdonald \ 
requiring his immediate attendance. Hter Lady- 
fhip applied, in the mean time, txy Ml> Macdonald 
of IQtigfburgh % who happened to be th^rt in the 
houfe, and was walking in clofe confetisnce widi 
him when Donald arrived. It was then agreed, 

that the P ' ihould be conduced that night 

to Pbrtree ^ by the way of Kinglburgh 5 that De- 
nied Roy fliould ride dire&Iy>to Pbrtree, and en<^ 
deavour to find out the old Laird of Rafay, to 
whofe carierthc P^— was^ to be^intrafted •, and that 
Neil Maceohan fhould return > immediately to the 

P upon the fhore, inform him ofthefcheme 

concerted for his preftrvation, and diredb him to 
the back of a certain- hill, about a^ mile diftant, 
where he was to wait King&urgh- for his conduc- 
tor; Kingiburgh, taking therefore feme wine and

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Other refrefhtnents, fet out foon after fpr the place 
appointed. He had fome difficulty ^t firft to find 
the P - who however foon made up to him, 

very brlfkly, with a thick fhort cudgel in his hand, 
and iaid, '• Are you Mr Macdonald of Kingf- 
burgh?**— " Yes, Sir,'» answered Kingfburgh.— 

•' AH is well then, ^replied the P ) come, 

-let ys be jogging.** Mr Macdonald told the P \ 

he muft^firft partake of the refrelhmept he had 
brought ; which the P— accordingly did, thfc 
top of a rock fcrving for a table. This done, they 

Sroceeded together; and, in convcrfing, Kingi- 
urgh told his fellow-traveller, with no lefs admi- 
ration than joy, that he could recoUeft no caufc, 
cither of bufinefs or duty, for his being at Moug- 
eftotthat day. " TU tell you the caufe, (faid the 

' ) Providence fent you thither to take care 

of me." — ^But now they are interrupted by fome 
country-people coming from the kinc. Kingfburgh 
could no way get rid of their convcrfation, till at 
laft he faid, *• O ! Sirs, cannot you let alone talk- 
ing of your worldly affairs on the fabbath, anc^ 
have jpaticnce till another day ?" The good people 
took the pious hint, and moved off. Betty Burl^ 
and her cbmpanion arc no fooner rid of thefe, than 
overtaken by Mif^ Flora and her attendant, wh6 
had been alfo joined by fome acquaintances. One 
pf thefe could not forbear making obfervations upon 
the long ftrides of the great tawdry woman that 
was walking with Kingfburgh ; and in wading a 

rivulet, the P lifted his petticoats fo high, 

that Neil Macechan called to him, for God's fake 
to take care, elfe he would difcover himfclf. The 

P laughed heartily, and thanked him fpr his 

kind concern. Mifs Flora however prompted her 
^mpany to mend their pace, alledging that other- 
wife they woyld be benighted. She knew that the 
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P and Kingfburgh were foon to turn out of 
the common road by a rout it was not proper the 
people with her (hould fee. The riders therefore 
foon loft fight of the two on foot ; who turned 
over the hiUs S. S, E. till they arrived at Kingf- 
burgh's, about eleven at night on Sunday June 29. 
having walked feven long miles, in almoft con- 
ftant rain. Mifs Macdonald arrived about the fame 
time, having parted from her company.by the way. 
Lady Kingfburgh, not expeding her hufband 
Jiome, was going to bed, when fhe was informed^ 
that Kingfburgh was come, with Milton's daughter, 
and a great odd-like woman, .whom he had alfo 
carried into the hall with him. The Lady had 
fcarce got this news^ when Kingfburgh entered the 
room» bid her drefs again as fail as pofTible, get 
prefently fome fupper, and foon after introduced 
her to her guefls. The P — , after making a hearty 
fupper, and fmoking a pipe, an . antidote he had 
learned againft the tooth-ach, went to bed. Lady 
Kingfburgh then begged of Mifs Flora, what fhe 
knew of the P *s adventures. The flory con- 
cluded, the Lady afked, what was become of the 
boatmen that brought them over ? Upon being told 
of their return to S. Uift, ** That was wrong, (faid 
fhe) Flora. You Ihould have kept them on this 
fide for fome time at leaft, till the P— • had got 
farther from his purfuers." Mifs told, fhe had 
taken an oath of the boatmen at parting. " What 
fignifies that ? (replied the Lady) the threats of 
torture will force a confefTion.'* Which happened 
cxaftly according to the fagacious Lady's conjee-: 
ture. This hint made Mifs Flora the more readily 
join Kingfburgh next day in advifing the P-^— to 
lay afide his female drefs. Kingfburgh took cSrc 
to fend a mefTage that very night to Donald Roy* 
acquainting him, that Mifs Flora being wearv, 

2 could: 
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couJd not make out Portree, as appointed, but 
was to fleep all night at Kingfburgh -, and defiring 
iDonald to provide a boat againfl: next day to carry 
her to her mother's in Sky, Mifs Flora chufing 
rather a fail than a journey. 

The P having flept about nine or ten houf^, 

(thrice as long as was ufual with him in his wan- 
derings) Mifs Macdonald prevailed with Kingf-- 
burgh to wake him, for fear of a purfuit Kingf- 
burgh then afked the P -^ how he had refted i 

*• Never better in . my life, (faid the P ) *ris 

long (ihce I flept in a bed before." Kingfburgh then 

begged leave to tell the P-: , it was high time 

Co be preparing for another march'; that tho* it 
would be proper for him to go away in the drefs 
he came in, ^' Yet, (fays he) Sir, as you are a 
very bad pretender ^ and the rumour of your diJguife 
may have taken air, I think it ad vlfeable for yoq 
to reaffume your proper drefs ; and, if you will 
ftop at the entrance of the wood on yonder hill, I 
fludl take care to bring you thither every thing ne- 

ceflary for that purpbfe." TheP thanked his 

good landlord, and approved the propofal. While 
the P — was drefling, Kingiburgh qfed the freedom 
to afkhim, if he fufpedted treachery in Lord George 

Murray. To which the P anfwercd, he did 

not. When die P had drcfled himfelf as well 

as he could, the Ladies were called in to pin his 
^own and cap. Upon Lady Kingfburgh's fignify^ 
mg a defire to have a lock of his hair, the P ■ 
laid his head in Mifs Flora's lap, and bid her cue 
off a little ; of which (he gave one half to the 
Lady, and referved the other to herfelf. 

The P having breakfafted, afked a fnufF of 

Lady Kingfburgh ; who took that opportunity of 
prevailing with him to accept of a Clver fnuff-box. 
, The P'— then took leave of his kind landlady, 
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tiiankirig her very courccotifly for all her divifiofe*. 
The exchanger of drels was performed at the* p^*ft 
appointed, add the JP— ^ grafped once nknc tfe« 
daymore inftcad of the diff aff *. And ftQW the P— 
had to /bid adieu to his faithful* Kingfturgh* whotii 
he embraced in his arms, aflbring him in the •waroi- 
eft manner, that he would nelrcr forget his fervices. 
Tears fell from the eyes of both, and fomc ^top^^ 
gf blood from the P— ^'s nofe. Kingfburgh wai 
alarmed at; feeing the blood ; but the P— ^ terf^ 
the good man, this was ufual with him at parting 
from dear friends ^ 

The P '^ conduced by Neil Macechan, g&t 

faffed' 

• The female attire was depofitcd m the heart of a balb^ aiwl 
aftcnvatds' cai^ried to Kmgfburgh'i houfe ; where, up^ii ifee 
alarm of a ftarch^it was burnt, except only the gown, which 
Kmgfburgh's daughter infilled on faying, as a precioua rdicfc 
and pattern, It was of a ftampcd linen, with a purple fprig. 

^ About fix or eight days after the P-^— . left Sfev, Capt. 
Fergufon fQllowed him i^ hot purfait f and from the boattoeQ • 
4t or in their return to S. Uiil» having extorted an exa£t de- 
fcription of the gown and drefs the P—r-^ had wore, Ibe 
firft went to Sir Atexandcr Macdonald's 5 where, after a drift 
fearch, hearihg only of Mifs Flora Macdottald^ he thenre pr6- 
Cetfded m all haAe to Kingfburgh 1 wlvere he. examhied every 
j^erfon with the utmoU exadlnefs. He ^&ed Kiiag(burgh, where 
Mifs Macdnonaid, and the perfon who was with her in wo- 
man's cloaths, had lain ? Kingfburgh anfwered. He knew 
where Mifs Flora had lain ; but a$ for fervants, he never aikecl 
any qaeftiobs about them. The Captain then alked Lady 
Kingfburgh, Whether (he had laid the young prefiender and Mifs 
Flora in one bed ? To which' ihe anfwered, <^ Whom you oicaa 
by the yomg fretender^ I do not pretend to guefs -, -but I can

He was at hrfl put 
Jbto^TOom with fome other Gentlemen^ and afterwards re- 
iZLoyed into one b^ himfelf, withqut being aflowed to go over 
.tbe thr^flio]4» or to fee anjperfon, .exeept-^the officer upon 
^uand, the ierjeant, and the keeper ; which lad was appointed 
la attend him as a'fervant. And. here he w^ kept till by the 
a£l,o£.gface he was fet .at liberty on the 4th of July 1747 ; 
hayiiig thus, as an author obferves, got ,a whole year*s fafe 
lodging for' affording (hat of one night.

Early on July i. the P — —and his company 
arrived at Glam m Rafay, a place fix miles from 
Portree. All the houfcs in Rafay, to the number 
of fomc hundreds, being burnt, the P — — lodged 
two nights in a mifcrable hut, ftretched upon the 
naked ground, and ufing a little heath for a pillow } 
one of the Gentlemen who was at freedom to ap- 
pear going backwards and forwards, and fetching 
pro vifions in a corner of hjs pUid. 
' On the 3d of July, the P — — and his company 
failed for Trottcrnilh in Sky, in the fame fmall 
boat, which could not contain above fix or feven 
perfons. Soon after the wind rifing very high» 
the crew were for putting back to Glam ; but this 
the P— oppofcd, and animated them to pu(h 

( Mifs Macdonald, having taken leave of t)ie ?->——, left 
Portree immediately, and ^ot £ife back to Armadale. She had 
not been above eight or nine days there, when ihe was required 
to attend one Macdonald, whom Macleod of Talifcar had em- 
ployed to e^camine her. She fet out in obedience to the fnm- 
inons ; but had not gone far, till fhe was feized by an officer 
and party of foldiers, who carried her direfily on board the 
Furnace, Capt. Fergufon, Gen, Campbell was|on|board,aiidoom- 
inand^ that the young Ladv fhonid be uied with the ntmofl 
civility ; that fhe moula be allowed a maid-fervant, and every 
accommodation the (hip could afford. Mifs Flora finding the 
boatmen had blabbed every thing, was alfo fain to acknow- 
ledge to Gen. Campbell the whole truth. ^-<-— About three 
vreeks af|er, the (hip behig near her mother*s, Mifs Macdo- 
nald was permitted to go aihore with a guard, to take leave 
of her friends. -R — »^The fair prifoner found now another pro- 
testor in Cpmmodore (now Admiral) Smith ; whofe ihip loon 
iifter came into Leith-road. Thence removed from place to 
place, till November a8. 1746. fhe was put on board the 
fLoyzl Sovereign, lying at the Nore. After €ve months im-r 
prifoniDent on (hip- board, fhe was tranfported to London ; 
where (he was confined in a mefTenger^s hoafe till July 1747 1 
9n4 ^Q difch^r^ed, witl^a^ being afked a ^u^ftion* .

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on by a merry highland fong. About eleven at 
night they landed at a place in Sky, called Nicbol- 
Jbn*s great rock^. near Scorobrcck, in Trotternifh, 
about ten miles diftant from Glarp. They had a 
i&ep rock to clamber up, but got at length to a 
byre or cow-houfe belonging to one Mr. Nicholfon, 
about two miles from Scorobreck. Here the P— 
took up his head-quarters ; and foon after, darting 
from (leep that had fcized him, he cried, ^bl 
poor England ! poor. England ! 

The P ^ being extremely defirous to have 

one interview more with Donald Roy Macdonald, 
difpatched young Rafay from the byre, to find 
him out if poflible. Which Rafay did ; but poor 
Donald's wound being ftill open, he could not ar- 
rive in time to fee the P j who having waited 

him in vain, till feven in the morning of the 4th, 
iappointed Murdoch Macleod to meet him at Cam- 
miftinnawagg, another place in the fame ifland ; 
and fet out upon a new progrefs, attended only by 
Malcolm Macleod, waofe fervant he was now to 
appear. The better to fupport this charafter, the 

P would needs carry the baggage, which con^ 

Si^cd of two fhirts, one pair of ftockings, one pair 
of brogues, a botde of brandy, fome mouldy fcraps 
of bread aijd cheefe, and a ftone bottle of water 
which held three Englifh pints. After walking a 
good way, the P — forced his companion to take the 
only remaining dram in the bottle, declaring he want- 
ed none himfclf ; and obferving his own waiftcoat 
too fine for a fervant, exchanged it with that of his 
fuppofed mafter. As they approached near Strath, 
in Macinnon's country, the Captain fuggefted to 
the P— , that he now run a great rifk of being 
known, Macinnon's men having been out in his fer^ 
vice. The P — therefore putting his wig into his 
pocket, tied a dirty handkerchief jabout his head» 
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hid pulfca Ills bonnet over it. This ^WaS^ h6. febfiif 
done than they were aftually met by two or ^$^36^ 
of the Macinhons ; 'vrfio, perfcntly knowing titit 
fate maft^r, burft into tears. Makolrti begged thifitt 
to qotnpofc tJicm'felves ; andt, fwcaring them to 
iccrccy, difmiflcd them. At length the P—- ahd 
his companion, after a ftretch of twcrrtty four }is^* 
land miles, through the worft roads in Scotland, 
arrived at the lidufe of John Macihhdn, his com* 
panion*s brother-in-law*; who riot biei'ng at hottifc^ 
Malcolm introduced the P^— to hlsfifter, as one 
Lewis 'Caw, who pafled for his fe'rvtat. Aft'ci" 
having got fomc retrefhment, of which thfey-fltood 
in great neied, the wafhihg of the flrangef*s feet Was 

lio icfs neiceffary ; for the P • had jflufnped Xb 

the middle in a bog, whence Malcolm had hadifif*' 
ficulty to pull him out : and thus doubly reffefhtedi 
they took a few hours reft. 

The Captain hearing his brother-in-law was cotrtv 
ing, went out to meet him, iand told him the P*-* 
Was in his houfe, John haflred to Wielcomfe his 
guefl ; and was immediately dirpatched ^to hire a 
boat for the continent. John applied to the old 
Laird ofMacinnon, who undertook immediately 
to bring his boat. Upon John*s return, MMcOlWi 

told the P , that as he needed no other guitte 

than the old Gentleman, it would be jjroper for 
himfelf to return, left his abfelice fhould fatfek 
fufpicion in the military folks, with Whom he had 
fecured himfelf by a furrender. • The P-- — could 
not think of parting with Malcolm •, but he at laft 
confented. Mean timb Maciinnon arrived, withhrs 
Tady, who had brought in the biofat what wine and 
other provifions they were able .to furnJfh. ' They 
all dined together in a cave, and the P — — wa?s 
juft about to- ftep into the boat. When he turned

F"— -^9 old Macinnon, and John* Malcolm's bro- 
ther-in-law, went onboard in the evening of the 
4tii of July. 

After a tempeftuoDiS voyage, the P— — and his 
company landed iafe next morning about four, on 
the S. fide of Loch-Nevis, near Litde Malloch ; 
where they lay three nights in the open fields. The 
fourth day, old Macinnon and one of the boat- 
men having gone to fcek a cave to lie in, the P— « 
with John and the other three, took to the boat, 
and rowed up Loch^Nevis along the coaft. As 
they doubled a point, they were hotly purfued 
by five mtn with red croffes on their bonnets, (a 
badge wore by the highland militia) ; whofe fum- 
mons to con)e a(hore John had not thought fit to 
obey : on the contrary, by his words and example, 
he 10 animated the three rowers, that they ioon 
outrowed their purfuers, turned another point, 

l^nd ftood in to the ihore. The P then fprung 

out of the boat, and, attended by John ^nd another, 
ipounted nimbly to the top of the hill ; from 
whence they beheld the boat with the red erodes 
returning from their fruitlefs purfuit. 

On this eminence the P — — flcpt three hours ; 
and then returning down the hill, reimbarked, ^d 
crofled the loch to a little ifland about a mile from 
Scotus's houfe. They foon after repajQTed the loch, 
and landed at Malloch; where having refreihed 
themfelves, and niet again with old Macinnon and . 
fcrvant, theyfet out for Macdonald of Morar's, 
about feven or eight miles diftant. As they pafied 
a (healing, they fpied fome people coming towards 

the road. "Whereupon the r • made John fold 

his plaid for him, and throw it over his Ihoulder, 
with his knapfack upon it ; tying a handkerchief 
about his head, the better to difguife himfelf: and 

now behold the P once more a fcrvant. After 

receiving 
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receiving a draught of milk from Archibald Nbc- 
donald, grandfoh to Macdonald of Scotus, they 
^urfued their joumey , and came to another ihea*^ 
.ling belonging to old Scotus, where they procured 
a guide to Morar*s bothy, or hut, his houle having 
lately been burnt. Mprar receiving his guefts as 
^ell as his fituation would permit, conduced theni 
to a cavCf where they flept ten hours ; during 
which time he when in queft of young ClanranalcL 
At his return without finding him, the P — refoli- 
ved to bid ikrewel to old Macinnon ^ and Morar^ 
and in the evening to iet out with honeft John and 
a guide for Boradale. Here they arrived before 
day, found the houfe burnt, and Boradale him- 
ielf at a bothy hard by. To this Gentleman's 
charge John Macinnon committed the P— — , fay- 
ing, ** I have done my duty, do you yours."— 7- 
*^ I am glad of the opportunity, replied Boradale). 
and fhal] not fail to take care of him." He pro; 
yed accordingly as good as his word K [ 

' Old Macinnon was taken at Morar, in bis return home* 
He lay priioner for fome time on (hip-board in the Thames, 
then at Tilbury* fort, and was thence removed to the new gOal> 
Soothwark. In 1747 he was removed into the cufiody of a 
tneiTengei't s^nd is fet at liberty within thefe few weeks. 
" ^ John efcaped at this time, having lain near the boat« and 
^ot home under cloud of night on the 1 1 th; Here he no 
sooner landed, than he was made prilbner at his own fhealing in 
Ellagol, by a party of militia under the command of Lieut. 
Hope, who aied him with great civility. But he, was aftor^ 
wards carried to Kilvory } where he was examined, and two 
of the rowers who were taken with him. One of theie was 
dripped naked, tied to a tree, and whipped with the cat-o*- 
nine- tails, till the blood guibed out of both his fides; and 
John Macinnon was threatened with the like nfage, and with 
irons, if he did not difcover where the P— — • was. He waa 
then pat on board the Furnace ; where he was civilly ufed by 
Gen. Campbell. From that ihip he was turned over to the 
Thomas ; which lodged him on board of a tranfport. He was 
jril put aihore at Tilbury-fbrt ; from whence he was removed 
tg the new goal^-and difcharged the jd of July 1747. .

ttnd-of Cagt; Caroiine-Scot*« v^Hth 500 mtm oft 
the other. Tbefc having got Ibmc inteBigence •€€ 
the P— , wene forming a <^irtfe ro^nd liiifi; 'not 
above two ^lesdiftant, 

• In ' this . fituation ^the P-— — was tid vifed Tto get^ 
if jpoflible, itathe braes of Glenmoritton ; .to fculk 
there ami in Lovat^s country; tiirthepailes fliould 
beo^ned. • He ^ient for Dondd CaHierofi of Olen- 
toean to be hrs guide. That Gentleman cam« accor* 
dingljr, and in the night conduced the P— ^-^fa^fi^ 
iiinoii^ tfae .guards who were in the pafs ;.' being 
okiiged to creep upon. all fours fo clofeio the;tentSy

/ Ab the P'— — .continued his progrefs to Glen- 
tnorffton^ aicendbd only by Glenaladale, the lat- 
ter one day loft his purle, with forty gtrineas in it. 
!rhis being their wholfe Joint ftock, Glenaladafe 

feegged ^c P to reft .himfeif behind 'an ad* 

jacent inlly \.til| bc^ ihould go .back and &ek it. 

This 
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Tim the F-^ — oppofi^d: but in vain; hiy annv 
dao€ affiared bim chey Juad not walked far fmcehe 
hadloftit. , 

The P— — , at his poft, wa* mcdits^ng on the 
^ooidnefs of prairidencey in preferving him hi^tto 
aaiidft the grcatcfi dapgers ; whai» at a diftajice) 
he fpied a party of foldiers advancing. He imme^ 
diately kid himftlf as welt as he could $ yet ib ' as 
to iee the . fbhiiets' pafs by not lar from him, ami 
then take die very rout be and GlenaladaJe wouki 
have taken had not the purfe been loft. The F ^ . n > 
eyed them as far as he ccMild ; and fbon after his 
£nend returned with the purfe. As they bad join« 
ed in regretting their lofs, they now joined in thanks 
to heaven, and fteered their courfe ancdier 
way. 

They got fafe into Glcmnorifton about the 1 5th, 
but were almoft famiflicd, laving been forty eight 
hours without meat, when Glenaladak found ouc 

fix men, who had been in the P 's army, and 

rejoiced to have it in their power to 4o him fur«»' 
tKer fcrvice^ which they accordingly did of varioui 
kinds. With Glenaladale and thefe men the P-*^ — -. 
continued between the braes of Glenmorifton and 
Glen-Strathferrar, till the guards were removed, 
and the pofles opened. The foldiers and militia 
fikJii after, believing the P-— to be killed, from* 
the fudden motion of a certain great officer, and 
the certainty of one at leaft, if not more being kil- 
led for him, began to be leis ftridUy watchfuf tfaaq 

before ; by which means the P efcaped from 

place to place with lefs danger. 

About the beginning of Auguft, he went with 
his new retinue into Lochaber, to Achnafual oti 
the fide of Loch-ATkaig, two miles from Ach- 
nacarie^ i^feacof Lochiel. They brought no pm* 
vifionst expeding to be better fupplied in this 

country.

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country. But how greatly were they difappdnted, 
when they found it burnt, and all the cattle drove 
away ! In great diflxefs they remaned fome time $ 
when, at laft, one of the Glenmorifton men fpied 
a fingle hart, which he took aim at, and (hot: and 
this, without bread or fait, aflS;>rded prefent fub- 
fiftence to the P— ^ and his company. 

The P— — and Lochiel now. lent in queft of 
each other. Lochiel*s meffengcr found the P— ' — 
in a hut built on purpofe, between Acfafnafual and 
Loch-Arkaig. He was bare-footed, had a long 
beard, a dirty Ihirt, an old black kelt coat, a 
plaid, and a philibeg, with a piftol and durk by 
his fide ; but chearful withal, and in good health* 
When he was informed of his dear Lochiel's fafe-* . 
ty, he thrice gave folemn thanks to God. 

The P — — propofed going imhiediately to tx)- 
chiel ; but underitanding there was a rumour of 
his having pa(!ed Coiryerg with Lochiel and thirty 
men, which might probably occafion a fearch intholle 

Earts, he refoived to flay fome time longer where 
e was. Soon after he difpatched Glenaladale to 
look out for fhips on the weft cdait ; and difmified 
the Glenmorifton men^ having no further occafion 

for their fervice, 

. In this neighbourhood the P— —— continued,, 
moving between three difFerents huts, till about 
the loth of Auguftj the fons of Cameron of Cluns, 
Mr John Cameron, an itinerant preacher ftationed at 
Fort- William, who had joined the P — ^ — 's army, 
and Capt. Macraw of Glengary's regiment, being 
his chief attendants. 

As they were one day in the hut which Cluns 
had built for his family after his houfe was burnt, 
one of that Gentleman's children gave an alarm of 
the enemy's approach. Mr Cameron awoke the 
P-- — (it being about eight in the morning)» and 

. • told 
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told him that a body of enemies was in fight. 

The P arofe very compofedly, called for his 

gun, and having aflembled his few friends, he ex*- 
amined ail thiir pieces, which were in pretty good 
order, and exhorted them to fell their lives as dear 
as they could : " For my own part, (faid he; I 
have been bred a fportfman, and can charge quick ; 
am a tolerable markfman, and fhall be fure of one 
atleaftr 

He then marched at the head of his handful to 
a neighbouring hill, that had a commanding prof- 
pcft of Glenkengie ; whence he detached Cluns and 
Mr Cameron to reconnoitre more clofely, refolving 
that night to go to the top of Mullantagart. 

When thefe two fcouts had got to the Strath of 
Cluns, the women told them, that the party were 
200 of Loudon's regiment, under Capt. Grant of 
Knockando in Strathfpey ; that they had carried off 
ten milk-cows, which Cluns had bought after being 
plundered of his own ; that they had found out the 
hut in the wood of Tervalt ; and that they faid 
they Were gone to fetch Barrifdale's cattle to the 
camp. From the braes of Glenkengie the P-— — « 
moved to thofe of Achnacarie, wading through 
the water of Arkey up to mid-thigh. 

In a day or two, Locgary and Dr Cameron 
brought it as Lochiel's opinion, that the P — ~ 
would be fafer where Lochiel was fculking ; which 
was very agreeable news to the P— — . 

Next night the P fet out with Lochgary, 

Dr Cameron, Cluns's fon Alexander, Mr John 
Cameron the preacher, and three fervants. The^ 
travelled in the night, and flept all the day, till 
they got to Lochiel ; who was then among the 
hills between the braes of Badenoch and Athol. t 
pretend not to defcribe the conflift of paflions that 

ftruggled in the P and Lochiel at meeting : 

this is to be felt, not read. About

The P fet out that very night, but no< with^ 

out fending tQ aU his friends aroujiiKl %n offer of 
the fame opportunity, 3enif arrived in time ; fe- 
deral had not the good fortwe.

and, after feeing all his f iriends in|;p the ihips, imr 
{marked next day on boar4 the QellcM^a of St M^o's, 
a Nantes privateer^ 9f 32 c^rfi^ge and f s fw|ve| 
guns, and 340 naen, brought thither by Col. War- 
fco of Dillon's regiment, who had gone oye^ to 
France for that pyrpof^? They imp>ediately fee 
iail for France -, ^^€} th^y }anded fafely at ^ofcou^ 
war thr^e kagu^ weft ^pf Morlaiii:} 9P dfc 29th 
of the fame mouth, after a plf afapt voyage ^ tiK>* 
oarrQwly efcaping Aim- jUeftock*? fqujvJron* which 
w;is then on the poaft of grreug^e. 

The Bellona was .takeii, on th^ ad of February 
following, by three n:>en ^f ' war, the Eagle, the 
Edinburgh, and the Nottingjham. 

The P-^'s expulfipn out of France |n November 
1748, is as well known t9 the publick, as his prp^ 
grefs fince has eluded it9 penetration. Bqth di^fe 
being therefore impertinent to the prqfent defign^ 
I fhali leave it wich the candid world tp judgc» 
whether prejudice or truth hath dilated the ,cha- 
rafter Malcolm Macl^od gave of the P— — , 
** That he is the mpft cautiows man he ever few, 
not to be a coward ; wd the braveft man, not to 
be raflx :'* or that p^r eyprcflfcd by ^jVf r Cflipaeron i 

a >?ho 
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ffhofays^ ** The P— poflefies all the virtues 
diatform the charaAer of r true hero and of a great 
prince.'* 

Now, if, ih fpite of my endeavours to make f a£b 

only fpeak, the above narrative flxould feem to au- 

thoiife fucn an elo^um, tt muft be confidered, 

that, in order to render this account as genuine as 

poflSble, it has been taken from the mouths of the 

teveral perfons concerned ; who muft not only be al* 

lowed to know the drcumftances beft, but alfo to 

reprefent them moft favourably for the P— ^ from 

the nearaccefs they had to lus perfon. But tocan- 

dour, which can feel for a foe, and diftmguifh a 

man from a cAufe *, to thofe whofe zeal is only for 

truth, and wbofe curiofity can boaft ^ Britiih free* 

dom, I need make no apology for this humble eflay 

towards ddng jufticc to the unconmion fubjed.— 
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
